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FOREIGN REPORTS. 



AUSTRIA-HUNGARY. 

Cholera. 

Cholera has been notified in Austria-Hungary as follows: 

Austria, week ended December 26, 1914, 41 cases with 15 deaths, 
of which 22 cases with 10 deaths occurred in lower Austria (Vienna 
7 cased with 2 deaths and 15 cases with 8 d3aths distributed in three 
localities); Styria, 1 case; Carinthia, 1 fatal case; Bohemia, 2 fatal 
cases in one locality; Moravia, in three localities, 1 case each; Silesia, 
2 cases with 1 death in one locality; Galicia, in four localities, 10 
cases with 1 death, 7 of these cases occurring in Cracow. Of the 41 
cases (15), 28 with 13 deaths occurred in persons arrived from the 
north or south theater of war. In addition, 3 cases were notified at 
Linz, Upper Austria, among soldiers. 

Croatia-Slavonia. — From December 14 to 19, 1914, 50 cases with 
12 deaths were notified, occurring in two counties; 49 of the cases 
were among soldiers. 

Hungary. — During the period from December 15 to 20, 1914, 32 
cases of cholera with 10 deaths were notified in Hungary. Of these, 
10 cases with 1 death occurred in the city of Miskolcz and 7 cases 
with 2 deaths in the city of Ujvidek. The remaining cases were 
distributed in 7 counties. Of the 32 cases notified, 23 occurred among 
persons arrived from the scene of war. — From Austrian official 
publication quoted in the Veroffentlichung-m de-s Kaiserlichen 
Gesundheitsamts, Berlin, January 15, 1915. 

CUBA. 

Plague — Plague-Infected Rat — Habana. 

A fatal case of plague was notified at Habana February 9, 1915, 
in the person of an employee on the water front of the city. On 
February 6, 1915, the finding of a plague-infected rat was reported. 

Communicable Diseases— Habana. 

Communicable diseases were notified in Habana during the 10-day 
period ended January 20, 1915, as follows: 
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ECUADOR. 

Plague— Guayaquil and Vicinity. 

During the month of December, 1914, plague was notified in Guay- 
aquil and vicinity as follows: Guayaquil, 135 cases with 49 deaths; 
Duran, 3 cases with 1 death; Milagro, 1 case with 1 death; Sam- 
borondon, 1 death in a case notified during the previous month. 

EGYPT. 
Plague — Typhus Fever. 

On January 3, 1915, 2 cases of plague with 1 death were notified 
at Etsa, in the Province of Fayoum. One of the cases was of the 
pneumonic form. 

During the week ended December 31, 1914, 2 cases of typhus 
fever were notified at Alexandria. 

GERMANY. 

Cholera. 

Cholera has been notified in Germany as follows: From January 5 
to 16, 1915, 1 case each at Kosenberg and Torgau; January 22, 
vicinity of Frankfort, 4 cases, occurring in one group of persons; at 
Zirka, in Posen, 5 cases. Seven cases were notified in hospitals in 
which the wounded wore being treated. Cholera was also reported 
present in camps in which prisoners were interned. 

GREECE. 
Typhus Fever — Saloniki. 

During the week ended January 2, 1915, 5 deaths from typhus 
fever were notified at Saloniki. 

ITALY. 

Typhus Fever— Venice. 

During the week ended January 9, 1915, 8 cases of typhus fever 
with 1 death were notified at Venice.
